INDUNAPOLIS, Sept. 3 . — I n the war 
of candidates for the presidential nom- 
ination of the gold standard demo- 
crats derer political manouvreing is 
being done by those in charge of the 
yarlous booms. The general idea last 
night, and it still prevailed this morn 
ing, seemed to be about General firagg, 
and various schemes including a lively 
sentiment for President Cleveland and 
General Palmer, of Illinois, were the 
principal battering rams used. The 
Bragg boom, however, stood the assault 
fairly well and while the favorable 
sentiment 
somewhat decreased, the 
boom was in formidable existence this 
morning. Perhaps this is owing to the 
fact that both Mr. Cleveland and Mr. 
Palmer have notified their frienda>that 
under no circumstances will 
they 
accept the nomination. 
Mr. Yilas' 
friends and the supporters of General 
J. C. Black made vigorous effor<^s to 
concentrate the Bragg strength upon 
their candidates. 


And so the position this morning is 
rather a complex one. The indications 
seem to point to a third day of conven- 
tion proceedings, a thing that was not 
by any means expected. 
Naturally, 
with this understood state of afiairs, 
the discussion among the delegates 
this morning is of a lively character 
and the hotel corridors bave a more 
animated appearance than at any time 
during the other days that the dele- 
gates have been in town. The attitude 
of the eastern states in fighting shy 
of the controversy over 
candidates 
leads to very lively assaultft on their 
seemingly impregnable front by the 
friends of every candidate. 
It ^s con- 
ceded this morning that there is only 
one name that would swing that column 
into line quickly and that is Grover 
Cleveland and thus an explanation is 
arrived at concerning the anxiety of 
the New York delegation to knov^ Mr. 
Cleveland's views decisively. 


The morning of the second day of 
the convention is gloomy, wet and 
rathef depressing. A heavy thunder 
storm, with: artillery like salutes of 
thunder, possibly awoke the delegates 
th|f|i jnor^^^ 
and pen-, 


¿¿rating r i ^ k e p 
doors and aided in increasing the 
crowds in the corridors of the hotde. 
The tone of the crowd as one wandered 
among them this merning showed that, 
despite the alleged withdrawal of Mr. 
Cleveland, the sentiment towards his 
nomination has not diminished to any 
very considerable extent. It is a fact 
that this convention Is dominated by 
friends of the administration and there 
are men in every state delegation |on]y 
waiting a movement of some concentra- 
tion to immediately throw precedent 
and third term objection to the wind 
and nominajte him, despite his wishes. 
This plan is not without promoters. 


CLET£LAKD 
DSCLINBS, 


As a cambative and, it is believed, 
final argument against the nomination 
of Grover Cleveland, Daniel G. Griffin, 
chairman of the New York delegation, 
this morning displayed telegrams, the 
ideas of which were conveyed in dis- 
patches of the Associated Press last 
night. 


This first telegram is a dii^patoh sent 
early last night by Mr. GrifBn to Mr. 
Cleveland at Buzzards Bay: 


INDIAVAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 2. 
To Hon. Grover Clevelaiid: 


There has been manifested an un- 
mistakable desire on the part oi the 
convention to nominate you for the 
presidency. The New York delegation 
is anxious to learn your 
personal 
wishes and would consider it an honor 
to vote for your nomination. 


DANIEL G. G B I F P I V , Chairman. 
To which telegram Mr. Cleveland, at 
a late hour, sent this brief, but .con 
elusive, answer: 


' B U Z Z I B D ' S BAY, Mass., Sept. 2 
"To Hon. Daniel 6 . Griffin, Chairman New 
York Delegation: 
"My judgment and personal inclina- 
tions are so unalterably opposed that I 
cannot, for one moment, entertain the 
suggestion. 
G B O T S B C L S V I L A S D . " 


Chairman GrifiBn was asked if New 
York had any other choice in the mat- 
ter of presidential candidates and 
replied: "In New York, I think not. 
We may decide that later, but at pres- 
ent there is no decision." 


The exchange of courtecies between 
New York and President Cleveland 
and the fact that Mr. Cleveland chose 
to aive his ultimatum into the hands of 
the New York delegation occasioned 
no little comment in the corridors and 
a great deal of comparison was beard 
when the chief opposition to Mr. 
Cleveland came directly from that state 
and when Mr. Griffin, Ferry Belmont 
and Boswell P. I lower, as leaders in 
the New York state democratic organi- 
zation stood opposed to Mr. Cleveland. 


When the absolute declination of 
Mr. Cleveland become known there 
was a concerted effort made to get 
Senator Palmer to withdraw his objec- 
tion and a committee from five states, 
New York, New Jersey, Illinois, Mich- 
igan And Pennsylvania, waited upon 
him with Buoh a request. He promptly 
replied in the negative and assured the 
committee that under no consideration 
for purely p-rional reasons would ho 
accept the nomination. So the contest 
narrowed down to Black and Bragg, 
with a few dark horses in the field and 
some of tbe New York delegates in 
favor still of Vxlas, whpse name is not 


generally being considered. 
The Illi- 
nois delegation, however, did not give 
up all hope of getting Senator Palmer 
to withdraw his objection and at 11 
o'clock they were in caucus arguing 
the matter of forcing upon him the 
nomination. 
During this time Mr. 
Palmer was in his place on the stage 
and said: "I will not be a candidate." 
It was stated at 11 o'clock that there 
was a cablegram from Henry Watter- 
Bon declining to be a candidate, but its 
location could not be found, and the 
chairman of the Kentucky delegation 
professed ignorance. 


PALMER DECLINES. 


Senator Palmer, of Illinois, 
this 
morning refused formally to authorize 
the delegation from his state to place 
his name before the convention for the 
presidency. The delegation had de- 
cided to make him its candidate if he 
would consent to the use of his name. 
This morning a committee of the Illi- 
nois men waited upon the senator and 
laid the situation before him. 
When 
asked by a "representative of the Associ- 
ated Press concerning the result of the 
conference. Senator Palmer said: 


"I said to them that they were not 
authorized to use my name." 


"Are you willing to give your rea- 
sons?" he was asked. 


"Reasons are hardly necessary," the 
senator replied, and he added: "I still 
think that Bragg and Buckner will be 
the ticket. Buckner seems to be a 
certainty, but it is not so sure that 
Bragg will be nominated." 


SEOOKD DAY'S PEOCEEDIKGS. 


The 
delegates 
assembled 
slowly 
today, but despite the 
disagreeable 
drizzle outside, the ticket holders were 
eager |to secure entrance. 
Today a 
larger proportion of the occupants of 
the galleries were ladies than yester- 
day. Between the intervals of music 
the hall buzzed with the hum of con- 
versation. The topic uppermost in the 
minds of visitors and delegates was the 
nominee. It was conceded that Buck- 
ner's nomination for vice president was 
a certainty and the speculation con- 
cerned the selection of the candidate 
of those who did not believe General 
Bragg was the strongest selection wbo 
could be named. The news of Presi. 
dent Cleveland's 
telegram to the 
chairman of the New York delegation 
declining to permit the use of his name 
was accepted by the convention as 
final. 


The fact that. Senator Palmer had 
declined for personal reasons to allow 
his nac&e to ^»4Med wa8 not generally 
known when he appeared on the stage 
and he was given a rousing ovation. 
Soon after he took his seat Mr. Curtis, 
of New Jersey, talked with him, and 
when he left the platform he said: 


I believe Senator Palmer will be 
the nominee. He declines to permit 
the use of his name, but qualifies the 
statement by saying that if nominated 
against his wishes his declination will 
not be irrevocable." 


There was also considerable talk of 
Lawler and Black, but there WM a 
general disposition of the Bragg oppo- 
sition to concentrate at a moment's 
notice on whomever the other should 
finally determine. 


Permanent 
Chairman CaSery ap- 
peared on the stage at exactly 11 
o'clock, the hour to which the con- 
vention adjourned, and was given a 
rousing applause. 


When General Buckner, of Kentucky, 
entered, the convention rose to its 
feet and gave him three cheers. 


M S S E D COLONEL BBECKINBIDOE. 


The enthusiasm created by his 
entrance had not subsided before the 
crowd caught eight of the striking 
head and shoulders of Colonel Breckin- 
ridge, as he elbowed his way to bis 
seat in the Kentucky 
delegation. 
Immediately cries of "Breckinridge, 
Breckinridge," came from all part^ of 
the hall. The galleries rose en masse 
and craned their necks to catch a 
glimpse of the silver tongued orator 
from the Blue Grass state. 
But amid 
the cheers, applause and cries, sharp, 
sibilant hisses could be heard. Col- 
onel Breckinridge bowed profoundly in 
acknowledgement of the compliment 
paid him. Several times the cries and 
cheers for the Kentuckian 
were 
renewed. Each time the hisses grew 
louder and more omnious. 
By this 
time every seat in the hall was occupied 
and the galleries were crowded. 
Fully 
4,0C0 people were in the hall. 
There 
was much pent up enthueiasm, which 
found its escape 
valve in noisy 
demonstration at every 
opportunity 
presented. 


At II :38 Permanent Chairman CafFery 
called the convention to order. 
There 
was no prayer. Senator Caifery in- 
formed the convention that the com- 
mittee on resolutions was not ready to 
report and begged its patient indul- 
gence for a few moments. He had 
hardly finished the sentence before a 
thousand voices shouted for Breckin- 
ridge. 
The 
galleries and dalegates 
joined in the call. Many of the latter 
jumped on their chairs and yelled. 
For fully a minute this roar for Ken- 
tucky's famous orator came from all 
quarters of the hall. It was noticeable, 
however, that many remained silent 
while the demonstrfttion was going on 
and here and there went up a hiss. 
With two exceptions New York sat 
silent. Mr. Breckinridge, in the front 
row of the delegates, did not move. 
No eiga came from the stage. Chair- 
man Caffery spoke no word as he stood 
with his gavel. 


THE COLONEL SPEAKI, 


But the cheers went on and at last 
Colonel Breckinridge arose Ht seemed 
to hesitate, but was pushed along to 
ward the stage. He stepped upon the 
raised platform before the stage, on 


which the press benches are located. 
The cheers and cries were redoubled. 
Then he moved forward to the stage 
every eye upon him, three thousand 
voices cheering 
Senator 
Palmer, 
sitting to the left of the stage, moved 
to the rear of ChairmRn Caifery and 
across to the left, met him with out- 
stretched hands at the top of the steps 
leading to the stage. Colonel Breckin- 
ridge placed his thumbs in the pockets 
of his trousers, swept a glance about 
the circumference of the hall, and 
tossed back his white hair with a 
gesture of the head familiar to those 
who have heard him speak. 
A quick 
hush of expectancy awaited his first 
words. 


"My countrymen." he began, and 
paused to .embrace with a glance all the 
delegates to the right and left, "/rom 
every section of the imperial republic," 
He declared that the speeches of the 
night before marked a crucial period 
of the republic's history and was first 
cheered when he paid a compliment to 
Charleton T. Lewis, the eloquent man 
from New Jersey. Therealter his well 
worded periods evoked a spattering 
volley of hand claps as they rallied in 
strong, mellow tones from his broad 
chest. After the first demonstration 
which had fallen upon him the faction 
of opposition disappeared and the 
hearing given him was respectful and 
enthusiastic. Demonstration followed 
demonstration as the rounded periods 
of his charming oratory flowed out over 
the convention. 
When he said that it 
was charged that the convention was 
here to elect McKinley and added that 
the 
free 
silver 
democrats had 
taken the job out o? their hands, the 
delegates and galleries went wild. He 
pointed out the effect in Maryland, 
West Virginia, Ohio, Missouri, Ken- 
tucky and other states, of the attempt 
of the silver democrats to supplant the 
teachings of true democracy. Those 
states had already passed out of demo 
cratic control. The silver democrats 
had already given over the country to 
republican rule. 


"The platform adopted at Chicago is 
not our platform," said he; "the nomi- 
nees are not ours." He refeired to Mr. 
Bryan as "the young man who was 
seeking to enlighten the world." The 
whole of Mr. Bryan's teachings, he said, 
was for those who had been unfortu- 
nate in life to unite to destroy those 
whose life had been prosperous. Mr. 
Bryan, he said, pointed out the booty 
and then told his followers to use the 
ballot as the weapon to equalize that 
which lien had made unequal. 


"I protest," he cried, "that this is 
not democracy. The democratic theory 
is not that the government should sup- 
port the people, but that the people 
should support the government.'^ 


He denied that the convention was 
here to announce a declaration of prin- 
ciples and shoot into the air. It was 
here, he said, to nominate candidates 
who would place before the people a 
ticket !n contrast with that named at 
Chicago. It mattered not to him, he 
said, who was the candidate. His re- 
ference to Senator Palmer as the noble 
soldier and statesman who was now 
anxious to lay aside the armor, pro- 
duced a great demonstration, which 
was followed by a counter demonstra- 
tion as he mentioned General Bragg as 
"the commander of the Iron brigade." 


He concluded with a brilliant and 
eloquent peroration on the duty of 
patriots to home and country. 


After the demonstration which fol- 
lowed the conclusion of the speech had 
subsided, Mr. Griffin, chairman of the 
New York delegation, at^mpted to 
read a resolution on the coinage ques- 
tion, but it was referred to the commit- 
tee under the rules without debate. 


Mr. Ochs, of TenneEsee, then mount- 
ed a chair and offered a resolution 
expressing the deep loss tbe national 
democracy felt in the death of Massa- 
chusetts' brilliant ex-governor, William 
Russell. 
In closing he referred to the 
spirit of sectionalism which had brood- 
ed over the Chicago convention, which 
had no place in a national democratic 
convention. 


The resolution was adopted by a ris- 
ing vote, and Dr. Everett, of Massachu- 
setts, at the request of the Bay state 
delegation, took the stage and re- 
sponded feelingly in behalf of Massa- 
chusetts to this great tribute to her 
distinguished 
son. 
Mr. Savage, of 
Kentucky, read the following telegram, 
which was warmly received: 


Hon. George. Davis. 
Chairman Kentucky 
Delegation: 
"Give us an unequivical democratic 
platform and an old time democratic 
ticket, and all will be well. 


I 
" W I L L I A M 
L I N S E Y . " 
Savage said that there was no more 
chance of Bryan carrying Kentucky 
than of the Lord endorsing the anarch 
istic teachings of the Chicago conven- 
tion. 


John DeWitt Warner, of New York, 
a former member of congress and a 
leader in the Sound Money league, 
spoke for his state. 
He declared that, 
although New York democrats were 
strong partisans, they did not believe 
that, party loyalty required a man tn be 
a weathercock to find out where he 
was going; that although some New 
York democrats believed it to be their 
duty to vote for McKinley, they were 
not in the delegation to this conven 
tion nor in the masses which the dele- 
gation represented. New York demo- 
crats were equally opposed to the 
legitimate republicanism found in the 
republican camp and the bastard 
republicanism drawn from the democ- 
racy. 


Judge Morao, of Illinois, then moved 
that the convention invite W. D 
Bynum, of Indiana, to address the con- 
vention, as he had done more than 
any other to make the convention a 


success. The motion was adopted with 
a whirl and Mr. Bynum's appearance 
on the platform was received with pro- 
longed applause. Mr. Bynum said he 
had no words to express his gratitude 
for the cordial demonstration he re- 
ceived. 
He spoke of the arduous 
labor the preliminaries of the conven- 
tion had entailed and its great succees 
seemed to him almost a dream. And 
yet, he said, it was not surprising that 
a month should suffice to raise up this 
great protest against the treachery at 
Chicago. 


THE PLATFOMM, 


The platform, as agreed upon by the 
committee, declares for a single gold 
standard with such subsidary coinage 
as is necessary without disturbing the 
parity. It does not mention interna- 
tional agreement and makes no refer- 
ence to the income tax. The tariff 
plank, outside of phraseology, is the 
same as the Maine plank in the Maine 
sound money platform. There is no 
minority report.

QUARTET OF THIEVES. 


Clever Capture Made by Detec- 
tive Stoll Last Night. 


Flfleen Watelies and Otli«r Valuable 
Booty Found In Tlielr Posses- 
8lon*~Siow in Jail. 


As a result of the clever work of 
Detective Doc Stoll and his assistants, 
Albert Fox and W. E Ripple, last 
night, four dangerous crooks are now 
safely lodged behind the bars and 
much valuable property will be re- 
stored to its owners. 


It is the duty of Detective Stoll and 
his men to patrol trains and k ^ p on 
the lookout for suspicious characters. 
It was in the performance of this work 
that last night, as the second section of 
train No. 78, east bound, was nearing 
Valparaiso, Detective Stoll discovered 
four tough looking characters asleep in 
one of the freight oars. 
That they 
were criminals, and desperate ones at 
that, was plainly indicated in their 
makeup and by the fact that they had 
revolvers at their sides in readiness for 
action in case of a surpnse. 


Detective Stoll and his companions 
entered the car and ba>:ely had time to 
secure the revolvers when one of the 
men awoke and gave the alarm. All 
of the sleepers jumped to their feet 
and one of them whipped out another 
revolver, firing two shots at the officers, 
neither of which took tffect. The 
men were then overpoweied and made 
prisoners. During the affray a package 
fell from the pocket of a heavy coat 
worn by the toughest of the gang, 
which, upon being opened by Stoll, 
proved to contain five gold watches and 
two revolvers, A further search upon 
the person of each of the four prisoners 
resulted in finding fifteen gold watches, 
eight revolvers and a number of pocket 
knives. All of the watches were old 
but two. 


The prisoners were taken in charge 
and 
lodged in jail. One of them 
became confidential to Detective Stoll 
and stated the gang had been operating 
extensively and that it was their inten- 
t'on to come to Fort Wayne and ac- 
complish several jobs. Had they not 
been taken unawares a bloody encoun- 
ter would surely have taken place, 
probably ending in murder, as they are 
of the desperate stripe that will not be 
easily swerved from a purpose. 


The community can feel thankful 
that it is saved from such a desperate 
gang of crooks. Much crtdlt is due to 
"Doc" Stoll and his men for their cap- 
ture.

electoral 
vote and he 
wanted to become better acquainted 
with the people who were to help in 
securing a majority in the electoral 
college, 
Mr. Bryan urged 
citizens 
to vote strictly in accordance with 
their 
best 
convictions, 
recogniz- 
ing the responsibilities of suffrage 
Said he: "I expect to lose the votes 
of many democrats who believe the 
gold 
etandard 
necessary to the 
country's welfare, but if f must 
lose the democrats who want the 
gold 
standard 
to prevail 
until 
foreign nations come to our relief, I 
tnink I am entitled to the support of 
every cilizen of every party who be- 
lieves f.hat the American people are 
able to work out their own salvation." 
, 
Mr. Bryan mounted the rear plat 
form of his train as it moved away, 
many running behind to shake his 
hand.

The Topeka Modocs 
followed with "Army Beans and Hard 
Tack." The delegates occupied the 
main part of the big hall, their places 
being designated by guidons. 


Previous to the calling to order an 
Indiana 
delegation 
presented Com- 
manded-in-chief Walker with a hand- 
some floral shield. 
Admiral Meade 
occupied a prominent place in the New 
York delegation. 
Among the past 
commanders-in-chiefs 
present 
were 
Robert B. Beatty, of Pennsylvania; A. 
C. Weissert, of Wisconsin; John M, 
Palmer, of New York; John S, Kountz, 
of Ohio, and John P. Rea, of Minne- 
sota, After the doors had been closed 
in executive session tbe opening ritual 
was gone through with and the com- 
mittees appointed. The reports of the 
officers were they presented and read. 
Then came the address of Commander 
Walker. 


Commander in Chief I. N, Walker 
said: 
"Comrades: 
Last 
year the 
twenty-ninth 
national 
encampment 
met, for the first time, south of the 
beautiful river, in the city of Louis- 
ville. The hospitality of the people of 
Kentucky was unbounded and we can 
never 
forget the cordial reception 
extended to us on that occasion. It is 
a land of brave, generous hearted, 
hospitable men and women, I send 
them your cordial greetings and best 
wishes for their continued prosperity 
in their old Kentucky home. I sin- 
cerely congratulate you upon the fact 
that our peaceful congress has led us 
by pleasant paths to the northern 
border and we pitch the tents of the 
thirtieth national encampment in this 
beautiful city of the northwest, on the 
banks of the "Father of waters," 
where, with united voice, we salute 
again our dear country and its flag and 
bless the God of our fathers that it was 
his good pleasure to permit us to stand 
in the battle for its unity and to pre- 
serve eo many of us to be partakers of 
these later glories. 


"The total membership of the Grand 
Army of the Republic is 385.406, o^ 
which 340,610 are in good standing, and 
42,111 are carried on the suspended list 
for non-payment of dues, an increase 
in this list during the past year of 7,089. 
The gain by muster during the year 
was 13,467. In this recapitulation the 
the department of Pennsylvania shows 
a loss of 5,557 members that have been 
erroneously caioried on the rolls for 
several years and counted in the last 
report. The total loss during the year 
was 11,406, of which number 7,293 was 
by 
death, which is a decrease of 
seventy-five from last year. 


"When we take into account the 
great business depression of the year, 
the lack of employment, and the fact 
that so many of the veterans are pos- 
sessed of such a small portion of this 
world's goods, and the further fact that 
owing to age and infirmities many have 
been unable to attend post meetings 
and have failed to pay their dues, our 
membership has held its own remark- 
ably well. 


"The report of the quartermaster 
general shows our finances to be in 
good condition and that there has been 
a reduction in expenses, 


"During my visit to New York in 
November, I lesraed that a scheme 'to 
bring together the men and the leaders 
on both sides of the struggle to testify 
publicly to the restoration of peace' was 
being agitated by a few ex confederate 
residents of that city, who hoped to 
advance their personal interests and 
were seeking the support of the promi- 
nent pro^'essional and business men to 
aid them in their plans. The innum- 
erable letters and resolutions 
that 
camé to headquarters strongly indicated 
that the position taken by the com 
mander in chief regarding the wearing 
of confederate uniforms was upheld to 
an overwhelming extent by the en- 
lightened and patriotic sentiment and 
the project of the proposed parade was 
abandoned. 


"To the men who fought on the side 
of the south and who got through fight- 
ing at Appomattox, and who stand 
with us for our common country, we 
extend a soldier's hand. 
We have 
recently mingled with 
them and 
shared their boundless hospitality at 
Louisville and Chickamauga, 


"The fraternal feeling between the 
north and south has been steadily 
growing for a generation and the un- 
pleasant memories of the late war will 
soon be as completely obliterated as 
were the angry passions of our English 
ancestors in the great civil conflict 
known as the 'war of the roses.' 


"When house bill No. 5,549 becomes 
a law, as I believe it will at the next 
si'ssion of congress, the unrest and anx- 
iety among deserving pensioners will 
cease, as no pension can then be dis. 
continued except for fraud, 


"We are unalterably opposed to all 


frauds, and, of course, want clerical 
errors and mistakes corrected whenever 
found. The payment of pensions from 
the several agencies by mail having 
proven a success, why can not all 
pensions be paid and mailed directly 
from the interior or pension department 
at Washington and by so doing save 
two-thirds of the expense now incurred 
in keeping up pension agencies in 
nearly every important state. 


It would require but a few hours 
longer to receive a check through the 
mail from Washington than it does 
from the local agency, and would save 
a vast sum of money that could be ap- 
plied to pension payment, as an ex- 
auditor of the treasury informed me 
that with fifty additional clerks in his 
department he could readily have paid 
every pensioner on the rolls. The ex- 
pense of pension'^agencies the last year 
was nearly half a million dollars.

That owners of gold 
bullion prefer to sell their gold to the 
Bank of England at this discount 
rather than deposit it at the mints for 
coinage is due to the fact that by so 
selling their bullion they can at once 
realize upon it, while, if deposited at 
the mint, they would have to await the 
delays of coinage for payment, thereby 
Bufiering loss of interest on the value 
of the bullion. This obligation of buy- 
ing all gold offered does not rest 
onerously upon, but is rather a source 
of profit to. the bank, which, it is cur- 
rently believed,^ is permitted to isBue 
its notes against such buUion bought, 
just as it issues its notes a^^ainst gold 
coin, so that the bank has full use of 
the gold during the prpcess of coinage.

Face Wm, J. Bryan and Hear 
Him Speak. 


Tlie neiuocratlc 
Candidate Given n 
Great .Watfon at Tole«lo.~Ad- 
dresses 40,000 People. 


The special train on the Wabash 
railroad which left this city at 2 o'clock 
yesterday a't^rnoon for Toledo, where 
Wm. J. Bryan, the democratic candi- 
date:ior president, spoke in the even- 
ing, consisted of e'ght coaches and, 
they were crowded with excursionists 
from the different cities along the line 
when, a little before 6 o'clock, the 
train reached tiie Summit City. 


TQledo, was crowded with democrats 
from points in .Ohio and .Southern 
Michigan, who came during the after- 
noon and evening on the various rail- 
roads and no lees than 40,000 people 
listened to the speech of the demo- 
cratic candidate in the evening. Hr. 
and. Mrs. Bryan reached the city at 
5:30 o'clock.

Behted the sentiment of ihe putyj gen* 
erally speaking, and the number of 
changes from one side to the other was 
few. But we are in th» midst of a great 
lupheaval in politics. Men who used to 
wait to have the party managers iell 
them^^hat ought to be done are now 
telling the party managers what they 
jought to do. (Great applause) Men 
who in ordinary times- made their opin**^ 
ions to fit into party creeds, are this 
year matcing tbeir raeeds te conform to 
their deep convictions^ ( Applause) To 
niy mind the present campaign proves 
anew the capacity ot the American pec 
p 6 for self government.' (Applause and 
,oLee .'s). > I have believed at all times 
th»t power could safely be entrusted 
into:the. hands of the American peopl<^. 
/Applause). 
It was the doctrine of 
Washington; it .was the doctrine of 
iAbraham Lincoln; it has been the 
doctrine of every man who had faith 
in 
Kspublican 
institulionB. (Ap- 
plau8e)r The inhereni virtue which 
presides in the people, the int^ligence 
of the people, .the patriotism of 
the people, all these manifest them 
selves in every hour of danger (Ap- 
plause) I am a believer in the progress 
of the race. I believe that humanity is 
going to march on from victory unto 
T^ctory, pitching its tent at the end of 
every generation upon higher ground. 
( Applause and^ cheers ) 1 -am not will- 
ing to believe that the experiment 
which is being made in democratic 
government on American soil is an ex- 
periment that is going to faU.; I am 
not willing to believe it and this cam- 
paign is another evidence that the 
people are able to govern 
thenuelvea. 
((^eat appj^Be.) 
. 


Tkere ia only one thing that is neces- 
sary in order to make the ciiizan 
properly exercise the duties of citizen- 
ship and that is to make him under- 
stand what those responsibilities are 
and what hia duty is. The desire to 
live up to one'B possibilities, the desire 
to discharge one's duties is the very 
foundation upon which we can build. 
(Applause.) 


I want tonight in a very few moments 
to impress upon you the importance of 
the part which you are to play in the 
conduct of the government of the 
United-States. Do you believe in the 
restoration of bimetallism? (Cries of 
"Y«b, yes.") Between a gold standard 
and bimetallism, whether that bimetal- 
lism be independent or international, 
(Cries of. "independent'-') there is an 
impassable gulf; Those who believe in 
a gold standard 
cannot politically 
afBlato with 
those who-believe in: 
bimetallism vand those who believe in 
bimetalliem cannot for one hour remain 
in political association with those who 
would fasten a gold standard upon the 
human race. The United States is the 
greatest nation, in my judgment, among 
all the sisterhood of nations. We are 
an example to tho oppressed every- 
where and ought to be chief among the 
first in every movement that has for 
its object the betterment of the con- 
ditioos . which 
surround 
mankind, 
(Applause.) Upon the action of the 
United 
States 
may depend the 
action of other nations upon the 
money question. 
If . the influences 
which are at work here for the destroy- 
al of silver as a standard money suc- 
ceed in this election and the influence 
of this nation is cast deliberately upon 
the side of gold as the only primary 
money, you must remember that those 
same influences will be turned against 
weaker nations, and nation after nation 
will be driven Jrom the use of silver as 
a standard money to the use of gold 
alone, and every nation that joins in 
the demand for gold may help to in- 
crease the purchasing power of an 
ounce of gold; and every time the pur- 
chasing power of an ounce of gold 
shall rise, the prices of the products 
of human labor will fall. (Applause.) 
Because a dear dollar is simply another 
defipition of cheap property. A dollar 
cannot buy more unless property sells 
for less. If you think you have hard 


times what would it be if these same 
influences succeeded in driving India 
to a gold standard, if they should suc- 
ceed in suspending the free coinage of 
silver in India. Wait until they make 
gold the standard of India. Wait until 
those 250,000.000 of people there reach 
out for their s h a r e 
o f the world's sup- 
ply of gold. Where will they get it? 
They will get it from the nations which 
now have it and they will have less. 
Wait until these irfluences have driven 
China to a gold standard and her SSO,- 
000 000 of people demand their abare of 
the world's supply of gold. Where will 
they get it? From the nations which 
now have it and they will have still 
less than they have now. 
Wait until 
they have driven .Japan and South 
America and all the other silver using 
nations to a gold standard, and then 
what? Then you have a little chunk 
of gold twenty two feet each w^y when 
melted into cubes and that 
little 
chunk of gold will measure „all the 
property of the world (Applause ) You 
will then have something like .14,000,- 
000,000 of standard money instead of 
18,000,000.000 wd these four billions 
will be in a shape where the money 
can be cornered by the great money 
owners of the world and doled out to 
mankind at such prices as the owners 
shall determine.

I am a very old woman, and it is 
right that I should end my days among 
them. 
I have not been in Ireland since 
1892, when I visited the grave that is 
said to contain the body of my sou. 
I saw the grave, but it stirred no emo- 
tion within me. If the body which re- 
poses within the grave be that of my 
son, Charles Stewart Parnell, then I 
am firm and unswerving in my belief 
that he was the victim of British mal- 
ice. which instigated his murder in 
order to remove from the 
field 
the 
greatest 
champion 
of 
Irish 
.free- 
dom, and thus clear the way for that 
Bpecies of perpetual quietly carried on 
oppression which was renewed in Ire- 
land from the very day of his disap- 
pearance. 
I was in America at the 
time my son died, but I have been 
often told, since that no one who knew 
the face of Charles Stewart Parnell was 
allowed to see him after he was said 
to have died. I have a letter from his 
wife, who had been Mrs. O'Shea, which 
tells me that even she did hot see the 
body of her husband and my son after 
his supposed death; that she was for- 
cibly kept from seeing the body. 
She 
wrote ihe that, on the night before he 
is supposed to have died Pài:nell com- 
plained of rheumatlsnà in his left arm. 
She did not see him after he rfetired 
that night, and never looked; upon his 
features again.

"But thé physicians 
whci'examined 
the 
body, froni the sight of 
which 
every one. who had knówn Parnell was 
kept, pronounced that; he had. died of 
rheumatism of the, heart.

There was a 
reason for all ihis. 
isither Charles 
Stewart Parnell wa^ the victim of an

Charles Stewart Parnell did hot: die at 
all, and the body of another: mari vvas 
sub^ituted for his in his coffin, while 
he himself disappeared. 


"I myself firmly believe that my son 
is alive today. This belief is shared by

before his disappearance; 
Aii Irish 
lady of very high standing; and ¿harac- 
ter, and a very old friend of my fain- 
ily, has written to me that not long 
after he was supposed to have; been 
buried she herself saw Charles Stewart 
Parnell standing within the sUa-dow of 
à vault in the cemetèry saâly watching 
the friends of his other d.àys while 
they covered with flowers the grave 
which the world imagines to'be his. 
She was so overcome that ^ e 
sank

"Many other circixmstances combine 
to add to my determined belief that 
niy son lives. 'There are two ways of 
accounting for his disappearance.' 
The 
first is that, having exhausted all of his 
means in assisting the Irish càuse— 
and, indeed, hç ,was £25,000 in debt 
when his death is said to have taken 
place—and saddened and overburdened 
by'the lindespved .disgrace which had

SAVED MANY LIVES. 


THE 
BRAVE 
HEROINE

OCEAN SHIPWRECK. 


Forty-Six Day« In an Open Koat in Ml<l- 
ocean — A V/omnn Who Was Con- 
demned 
to 
See 
Her Child Die of 
Privation.

Mrs. H. T. 
McArthur, who 
is 
visiting in Oakland 
as the guest of Mrs. 
Ambrose. 1410 9th 
street, lives to tell 
a tale of hardship 
at sea which 
few 
women could have 
survived. She is one 
of the survivors of 
the good ship Milton, which burned to 
the 
ater's edge in mid-Pacific in 1882. 
Despite 
the rough 
experience which 
has been her lot, she is a bonny litttle 
woman with a charming manner. 


The Milton was a wooden ship, built 
in Nova Scotia to ply to and from New- 
castle as a collier. 
The day that she 
was launched Captain H. T. McArthur 
was made her master, and together with 
his family took up quarters on 
the 
craft. 
Thenceforth until the ill-fated 
ship sank aflame upon the high seas 
Mrs. McArthur did not leave her except 
on one occasion, when she was absent 
for a week. 
On August 9, 1881, the 
Milton weighed anchor at Newcastle 
and put out to sea. 
Soon afterward 
sultry, disagreeable weather sent the 


Crtpidiii 10 nie Dunk a sick man. Weeks 
went by, and he was still coniiued to 
his cabin. 
Finally one day, when those 
on board were occupied with thoughts 
of Christmastide, and 
were 
making 
preparations for its observance, the first 
mate, Charles E. Carroll, canie to the 
bedside of the sick captain and re- 
ported a fire in the cargo with which 
he could not cope. The captain got up. 
Mrs. 
McArthur had to walk 
beside 
him to support him, and she literally 
carried him about the «îhip as he gave 
his orders for the fighting or the fire. 


But the fire had gone too far. 
Cap- 
tain McArthur climbed up on a coil of 
rope, and, with his wife at his side and 
his little children clinging to his knees, 
he told the crew the ship was lost, and 
ordered the long boats cut away. 


The Milton then stood 1,280 miles 
from Cape St. Lucas. There was enough 
food on board to scantily supply each 
of the three long boats for 40 days. 
The captain doled out the provisions. 
The boats were hastily equipped with 
blankets and extra oars, and as dark- 
ness came on that Christmas eve the 
three boats pushed off. 
The wretched 
group of shipwrecked mariners sat as 
if in a trance all that night, watching 
the Milton's destruction. 
Long before 
the morning oi January 1 dawned the 
Nova Scotian craft was no more; only 
a 
charred Umbers remained afloat, 
aiTO-c.iey were soon carried from sight 
by the currents. 


The 
three 
overloaded 
long 
boats 
started out in the direction of 
land. 
Although no one suffered from the in- 
clemencies of the weather, it was not 
many days before all felt the pangs of 
hunger, and were moved to desperation 
when they realized that the supplies 
were becdming exhausted. 


In ten days the boat manned by the 
first mate disappeared in the night and 
was never heard of. 


Soon after the second mate's boat be- 
gan to lag and fall behind, and finally 
they admitted that they had no one in 
thé boat able to pull an oar. 
It was 
then agreed that each boat should shift 
for itself, and they separated. 
There 
were two hams in the captain's boat, 
besides a jug of water and some lighter 
provisions. 
Eight people lay all day 
an^ watched their little pittance dealt 
out to them by the only cool head in 
the group, Mrs. Captain McArthur. 


Three rations a day for the first'tviro 
weeks were seired, and then it dwin- 
dled down to two. One meal a day was 
spon a necessary limitj and before the 
month Wâs out it was one isvery two 
days. The seamen began to suffW from 
the cravings of thirst, and two went 
stark mad, then died, and were rolled 
overboard . by the plucky woman who 
was in charge. Qaptain IVfçArthur, not- 
withstanding his weakness, manufac- 
tured a crude condenser and conilensed 
a siipply of water to drink: 
Fihaliir 
death overtook Mrs. McArthur's little 
baby boy. 
She sewed his remains up 
in a sack, stowed them ca,refully away 
in" the bottom of the boat,, and then 
took to thé rudder, which thé men had 
given up. 
For 46 days this suipreme 
misery was endured before the Englisfh 
ship Newbern hove in sight and picked 
them up.
